The Grand Nava' Iteview at Cherbourg.
The Eoglish prpera are full of accounts of Louis
Napcleon's review o the French fleet at Char
bourg. The beat is that conteined in thea London
Chronicle, which we copy:

This grand and imposing display of tha finest
fleet ever nent to men by la belle I'rance has loog
engaged the attention of ell sight-seeing people in
this country, as well nein Fraoce itselfl; and, s
might be ensily divined, the number of visitors to
to Cherbourg. during this week has never bzlore

fogged the women, i it!” and iustantly cad
hﬂ:ing him with all their might. The marshal
then quickened his ppeed, but the mob, which had
copsiderably increased by the arrivalof a number
of coal henvera from Banhside.crowded round him,
and all that could get near him were kicking sad
phoviog him, and eryiog, “ He'sa murderer; give

He was
flogged with the whips, struck over the back with
the brooms, beaten with the corlnenver' fan tuil
hate, whils an unremitting shower of flth was ley-
¢lled at him, Beverzl gentlemen who witnossed
the atteck mede an attempt to protact the Marshal,
who sppesred 16 s fast pinsing from exhauation
aud il usege, while his interproter im plored the
mob not to kill him. Tswo young men in the eer-
vice of Mr, Winter, the ir in Baoksids,
met the men, kod endeavored to reitcain them.
¢ Ho ie a murderer,” was the reply. We won't
bave him here, tha Austrisn butcher; we'll tench
him to flog women'' Another rush wes made at
him; his Ent was thrown high iuto the air, amid
joud derislve shouts, and hia clothes nearly tora
ofl bis back.
